Farmers To Hold 
St ate-Wide Meet 
On Government 


The farm ers’ interest in town­ 
ship, county and state governm ent 
will be one of the principal subjects 
considered at a state-w ide confer­ 
ence of Illinois farm ers in Spring­ 
field, Jan. 27. 1938, reports the 
Illinois A gricultural Association. 
The Public Relations Conference 
is one of the annual features at the 
convention of the IAA and affil­ 
iated organizations. There will be 
a three-day m eeting, Jan. 26-27-28. 
Other conferences will be held to 
discuss pending federal farm leg­ 
islation, m arketing, soil improve­ 
m ent, and organization problems. 
Among the local and state gov­ 
ernm ent m atters of chief interest 
to farm ers are taxes, unemploy­ 
ment relief, school legislation, and 
rural crim e prevention. 
How to 
stop the devastation of farm prop­ 
erty values by ruthless strip coal 
mining which leaves g reat piles of 
earth in m ountain-like ridges to 
disfigure the landscape and spoil 
the community for home sites is 
another subject that is bound to get 
consideration.

Old Age Benefits 
Are Paid To 650 
A Day, Says Director 


As the federal old-age insurance 
plan which became operative last 
January entered its second year, 
Regional Director ll. L. McCarthy 
of the Social Security Board took 
occasion to correct a few popular 
errors on the subject. 
“Some people are still of the 
opinion that benefits are not pay­ 
able until 1942,” he said. “As a 
m atter of fact, lump-sum benefits 
are being paid at the rate of 650 
a day and this num ber will un­ 
doubtedly increase as more per­ 
sons become aw are of their rights. 
Monthly retirem ent benefits will, 
however, not begin until 1942. 
“Another misconception is th at 
the w orker’s benefits are based up­ 
on nis contributions. Benefits are 
based upon wages, and amount to 
3 Vi per cent of total wages earned 
in commercial and industrial oc­ 
cupations since January I, 1937. 
And while it is true th at a worker 
will have to quit work at age 65 
in order to qualify for monthly 
benefits for life, he does not have 
to retire in order to qualify for 
lump-sum payment. 
“The claims procedure has been 
simplified so th at it is not neces­ 
sary to hire an outside agent. All 
assistance necessary may be ob­ 
tained at any office of the Social 
Security Board. 
“ Despite the notion to the con­ 
trary, 
persons past 65 who aie 
working or intend to work should 
have an account number. This is to 
be used in connection with unem­ 
ployment compensation.” 
For the convenience of those 
who wish to make a change in their 
application for an account number. 
Mr. M cCarthy announced that a 
new form has been prepared. This 
form is sim ilar to the employee’s 
oiiginal application except that it 
contains space for changes in the 
name and date of birth. 
When an employee reaches 65 or 
dies, Mr. McCarthy urged th at em ­ 
ployers submit the wage records 
to the Board as quickly as possible 
in order th at the employee or his 
fam ily may receive the money when 
it is most needed.

through the avarice of commercial­ 
ized sin, ignorance concerning the 
human soul and the destructive in­ 
fluence of their own parents. 
“ W hat good are high and stately 
churches 
if their messages 
are 
counteracted by irreligion and in­ 
difference in the home. The church­ 
going population, including hap­ 
h a z a r d attendance, 
represents 
about one-half of the people of our 
country, who spend on the aver­ 
age less than one of the hundred 
and eight hours of each week in the 
church. 
The ‘Mighty Revival’ of 
I which we are now hearing and read- 
I ing m ust sta rt within the home if 
it is to have the hope of widespread 
blessing.” 
A sserting th at too often Am eri­ 
can fathers and m others are preoc­ 
cupied and unprepared to instruct 
their own children, Dr. M aier said, 
i they try to ease their conscience by 
transfering this duty to the teach­ 
ers in the gram m ar 
schools and 
Sunday schools. Ile described the 
home as the line of last defense and 
recommended increased Bible read­ 
ing and fam ily prayer as the most 
effective m eans of strengthening in­ 
dividual and national morale.

fact, the parent stock for several 
years hack should have been blood- 
tested in order 
to eliminate the 
danger of pullorum disease. 
Second, Rigid Selection of Breed­ 
ing Stock: There is much more to. 
proper selection of breeding stock 
than is generally realized. 
I use 
the word “selection” in preference 
to the word “culling.” A poor flock 
may have the poorest birds re­ 
moved (culled) from it and still 
bt' only a mediocre breeding flock. 
On the other hand, proper selection 
means that each breeding bird has 
been selected on its own individual 
merits and only really' fine birds are 
used for breeding purposes. 
Thin!, 
Breeding 
Improvement: 
Breeding stock from which the 
chicks come, should have been im- 
: proved for years with the direct 
bloodlines of a trapnested, pedi­ 
greed strain with a proven record 
for high livability and high egg 
production. 
Fourth, 
Mating the 
Breeders: 
Considerable skill and experience 
are required to make up the mat- 
j ings properly. The sole aim of each 
mating is to produce chicks of im­ 
proved quality and in order to do 
this the Baby Chicks producer must 
study’ each mating carefully to pro­ 
duce 
vigorous, 
uniform 
quality 
chicks with the correct breeding 
back of them. 
Fifth, Selection of Eggs: Every 
egg used to produce your chicks 
should be individually selected for 
good shape, good size, good shell 
texture and correct shell color. 
Sixth, Strict Sanitation: 
Under 
no circumstances should chicks be 
purchased except from a hatchery- 
nian or breeder who practices a 
strict program of sanitation before, 
during ami after each hatch. 
Seventh, Quality at Fair Prices: 
High quality must be established in 
the Baby Chicks first, regardless of 
I expense. rI hen with quality estab- 
; fished the prices should be the low­ 
est possible for honest quality. Such 
chicks are more economical for ev­ 
ery poultry raiser. 
Eight, Reputation of the Hatch- 
{ erymen back of your Chicks: Years 
of successful expelienee are neces- 
i sary in order to produce chicks of 
j improved all-around quality. Equal- 
! ly important, is a record of cus- 
1 tonier satisfaction which the chicks 
j have built up. Old customers of a 
hatchery have learned by actual ex- 
penance and they' know why they' 
prefer chicks from a certain hatch- 
eryman. 
A little inquiry among 
several neighbors will usually un­ 
cover the reasons why some chicks 
average consistently' better than 
others. 
Some Hatcheries qualify on only 
a few of the above points. 
They 
claim to have high quality and they 
do so far as their quality goes, but 
the progressive poultry raiser will 
J not be satisfied with 5OW of the 
quality outlined above. He will seek 
out the hatchery which can qualify 
10G'< on the above program. It is 
■ good all-around quality that counts 
j in increasing the poultry income.

If, as many contend, death and 
taxes are the only inescapable fac­ 
tors of a well-ordered life, taxes be­ 
come a prime element in a New 
Year preview; since death, like hun­ 
ger, is not debatable. 
Reliable estimates are that the 
total American tax bill for 1938— 
federal, state, local, combined—will 
exceed thiriteen billions of dollars. 
The estimated population of the 
United States is 130,000,000 men, 
women and children. Averaged, this 
forecast means that every Ameri­ 
can, regardless of age, will pay, or 
have paid for him, the round figure 
of $100 as tax toll. By the same 
token, the eight million Illinoisans 
of all ages will pay' 800 millions of 
the national total. With four as 
the average Illinois family, every 
one of our state’s family units will 
be assessed $400. Those of you who 
pay more than the SIGO per capita 
can judge how much of the burden 
rf the smaller payers you take over. 
Ninety per cent of the people in 
this country pay three-fourths of 
all taxes paid. The other ten per 
cent pays the remaining fourth. 
None of the tax will be escaped. 
Someone will pay. 
If you don’t 
pay directly*, you will pay in added 
living costs passed on to you. Even 
the person IGOV® on relief in Illinois 
will pay his share. If he gets $55 
a month bounty for his family, he 
will pay in taxes at least $75 of his 
$060 total, direct and indirect. If, 
as predicted our national income for 
1938 is 69 billions, almost 20 cents 
out of every earned dollar will be 
taken by the tax collector. 
The practical 
doubling of fed­ 
eral taxes since 1932 is illuminat­ 
ing. 
In that year, federal taxes 
were 23' \ of our total, states taxes 
20r/c and local taxes 57fir, accord­ 
ing to the Federation of Tax Ad­ 
ministrators. In the year just end­ 
ed—1937—federal taxes were 44Co 
of the total, state 20r/c, and local 
269r, of the total. It isn’t that local 
taxes have decreased. The federal 
bracket is climbing. 
State taxes 
also have increased, but fed rai 
totals have so far outrun state 
and local units that the divergence 
in per centage is thus accounted 
for. 
Uncle Sam, with New Dell 
spenders at the helm, is proving 
nimble of foot. 
Some writers predict that con­ 
gress, convening this week, will 
appropriate another ten billion dol­ 
lars for federal purposes. 
If so, 
the national debt, now 37 billions, 
will be 
increased. 
Already, 
the 
national debt is 15'r of our na­ 
tional 
wealth. 
Illinois 
political 
links do not, in soundness, author­ 
ize bond issues of more than 5f c 
of their assessed valuation. Na­ 
tional indebtedness means either 
more bonds or more printed money 
—or both. 
Taxes are the only 
means of paying public indebted­ 
ness. Too much printed money is 
inflation. Inflation is badly cheap­ 
ened currency dollars. 
I’resident Roosevelt wants con­ 
gress to abolish the federal office 
of comptroller general—the only- 
fiscal official answerable to con­ 
gress. The comptroller is author­ 
ized by' congress, is appointed by 
the president, serves for fifteen 
years, gets SIO,OOO a year and 
cannot succeed himself. 
It is his 
duty to see that every f€*deral ex­ 
penditure comes strictly within the 
purview of law. 
Back in the Coolidge days, when 
our national debt was being re­ 
duced a billion a year, farm income 
was three billions higher than now. 
Twenty-five 
years 
ago, 
national 
government spent one dollar where 
today it spends ten. Twenty’ years 
ago, 
Illinois 
state 
government 
spent one dollar where today it 
spends nine. Maybe those who have 
been crying out for drastic reduc­ 
tion of governmental overhead will 
have an ear in 1938. ?
